1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 3/28/2005, with respect to independent 
claims have been fially considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-14 have 
been withdrawn. The Levine reference (US Patent Number 5,974,234) discloses a 
centralized printer server system. However, it does not disclose the printer server system 
is a thin print server. Therefore, the previous rejections have been withdrawn.
